Somewhere 
'in Southern 
Italy, 


Sept. 21 —(Delayed) — (ff)— The Ba- 
doglio government, now establish- 
ed In southern Italy, seems 
de- 


termined to force itself Upon the 
United Nations as an ally, 
but 


American and British soldiers here 
are frankly unenthuslastic about 
welcoming the Italians as com- 
rades In arms. 


It would not be surprising it Pre- 


mier Badolglo actually ssued 
ode 


declaration of War on Germany as 
a means of getting into the win- 
ning camp and salvaging 
some- 


thing in the post-war settlement. 


The idea of accepting the Ital- 


ians as "Allies," however, Is re- 
pugnant to many of the troops, who 
thought they had defeated the Ital- 
ians once and for all and 
now 


find it strange to have Italians in 
charge of civil administration here 
and issuing decrees which indirect- 
ly affect the Allied forces. 


Badolgio, along with King Vitlo- 


rio Emanuele and Crown Prince 
Umberto, now are established in a 
southern Italian town which is in 
effect the provisional capital 
of 


Italy. Badoglio has his own army 
with arms, including artillery, and 
his government is permitted 
the 


use of the Bari radio. 


Officers of the Allied 
military 


government of occupied territories 
who came hereto administer 
the 


country have found their organiza- 
tion sidetracked while Italians con- 
trol the civil power, and they are 
resentful of the situation. At least 
one high Amgot officer has 
re- 


signed, and others lounge 
about, 


saying 


"Well, this is a prctly

war. We came here to do a job, 
but find we are not allowed to do 
it."

WPB Orders Further 
Cut in Newsprint 


Washington, Sept. 29 —(/P)—The 


War Production Board today 
or- 


dered a further cut in consump- 
tion of newsprint by newspapers 
during the fourth quarler of the 
year. 


Donald M. Nelson, WPB chair- 


man, predicted the new reduction 
in a recent letter to the congres- 
sional committee investigating the 
newsprint situation. 


II. M. Bitner, director of WPB's 


printing and publishing division, 
said the reductions in permissible 
total usage would become effective 
Oct. 
1. Required reductions will be 


figured on a sliding scale in com- 
bination with previously 
ordered 


slashes. 


Publishers using 500 tons or more 


a quarter will be required to cut 
a full ten per cent from the base 
total calculated on 103 per cent of 
net paid circulation, while users of 
50 tons will be cut 5 per cent. 


The new order again 
exempts 


users of less than 25 tons a quarler. 


This third reduction order will be 


followed by "other and far deeper" 
cuts, Nelson advised the congres- 
sional newsprint inquiry commit- 
tee last week.

Germany Hurt 
But Not Out, 
Says Writer

Stockholm —(/P)— Germany still 


is a great war power but her army 
has lost mobility, one of its great- 
est weapons, according to Arvid 
Fredborg, Swedish newspaper cor- 
respondent, who returned home re- 
cently after two years in Berlin,

Third Reich lost superiority in the 
air it also lost the advantage of 
moving land forces without molis- 
tation. As transport and

has grown worse its discipline is 
undiminished.

great numbers to the army. The 
air force probably does not have 
today more than 10,000 to 12,000 
first line planes. Most are fighters, 
as aircraft production generally has 
been converted to fighters. 


Since 1941 there have been 20,- 


000 training accidents. Such acci- 
dents ruin equipment, and the air- 
craft reserve appears to consist of 
only about 3,000 planes, which is 
too small a margin. 


The German navy has not been 


improved except in 
submarines. 


They have shown a conspicuous 
lack of activity in the last few 
months, but the general opinion is 
that Germany is holding back a 
U-boat reserve to combat invasion. 


Coast artillery has been improv- 


ed gradually to meet an invasion. 
It is strongest along the English 
channel, but heavy fortifications 
dot the north sea coast.

Congress slill debating the wisdom 
of it, tho draft of fathers for mili- 
ary service starts tomorrow and 
an Associated Press survey indi- 
cates an overwhelming majority of 
stales will slarl inducting family 
leads immediately to meet their 
quotas. 


Local boards have been under or- 


ders to avoid, insofar as possible, 
nduction of pre-war falhers unlil 
October 1. Seleclive service aulho- 
rilies conlend 446,000 falhers must 


o into uniform belween now and 


the'first of the year to meet the 
demands of the armed forces. 


Draft officials of 24 states, in- 


cluding most of the South, 
said 


they difinitely expect to call pre- 
Pearl Harbor falhers in October. 
Only ten states reported they could 
postpone it until after November 
1. 


The War Department, which has 


insisted there should be no blanket 
deferments for any group such as 
falhers, indicaled a willingness to 
act on criticisms of lawmakers 
who have bucked the father draft 
idea. General staff men, meeting 
with a group of senators, discussed 
plans to deny government employ- 
ment to any able-bodied draft-age 
non-father unless he is considered 
indispensable, and to bar

"Council of 49" was held, Spangler 
was designaled lo appoint the com- 
millees, and oul of his pockel he 
pulled Ihe list. 


Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg, of 


Michigan, was named chairman of 
the foreign policy and internalion- 
al relalioris commillee, and Sen. 
Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, chairman 
of Ihe posl-war enlerprise, indus- 
Iry and employmenl commillee. 


Spangler couldn'l possibly have 


done any beller by Ihe Old Guard. 
The only Iwo other possibilities, so 
far as the convention lisls and ap- 
parenl appoinlment policies were 
concerned would have been Sen. 
Charles L. McNary, minorily lead- 
;r of Ihe upper house, who wasn'l 
here; and Rep. Joseph W. Martin, 
Jr., minority leader 61 Ihe lower 
nouse, owhtold us personally lhal 
he had asked lo be excluded from 
all committees because of the pres- 
sure of his job in Congress. 


From there on, the eight perma- 


nent commitlee which will try lo 
hew out the major planks in the 
Republican platform between now 
and next summer are something of 
a different story. 


On Vanderberg's foreign policy 


commitlee, "inlernalionalist1 Rep. 
Charles A. Eaton claims a major- 
ity, with such advocates of post- 
war collaboration as Sen. Warren 
R. Austin, of Vermont; Gov. Ed- 
ward Martin, of Pennsylvania; and 
Rep. Francis P. Bolton, of Ohio. 
However, Ihere wasn't much in the 
original commillee 
draft to indi- 


cate that Eaton's "internationalist 
majority" had won an alljout vic- 
tory. It certainly lagged behind the 
broad outlines suggested 
by the 


president, Wendell L. Willkie and 
Goy. Thomas E. Dewey, of New 
York. 


On the permanent post-war en- 


terprise, industry and employment 
commitlee, Gov. John W. Bricker, 
Ohio, a Tafl 
conservalive, 
was 


made chairman, and former pres- 
idenl of Ihe Uniled Slales Chamber 
of 
Commerce, Sen. Albert 
W. 


Hawkes, of New Jersey, was sec- 
ond in line. But the commitlee also 
included such parly scrappers as 
Gov. 
Raymond E. Baldwin, of Con- 


necticut, and Rep. Everett Dirk- 
sen, of Illinois. 


On the olher hand, Gov. Dewey 


drew the chairmanship of Ihe gov- 
ernment 
administration 
reform 


committee, and 
Governor Earl 


Warren, of California, also high in 
the list of "liberal" 
presidential 


possibilites, was given chairman- 
ship of the social security and wel- 
fare committee. 


Scatlered Ihrough Ihe

dust in Ihe eyes of the Old Guard 
if Ihey have a mind lo, were such 
others as Arizona National Com- 
mitteeman Kelland; Missouri Rep.

Hay; Governors Dwight Griswold, 
of Nebraska, and Earl Snell, of 
Oregon; and Rep. Charlie Halleck, 
of Indiana, among others.

As a mailer of facl, the thrcal 


of rationing clothing has almost 
completely disappeared, although 
it once was so imminent thai or- 
ders were drawn to put it into exe- 
cution. 


Also, U. S. production has 
far 


exceeded expeclalions and in spite 
of production lags in cerlain instru- 
ments of war, we've got 
more 


factory space lhan we know whal 
lo do wilh. If Ihe manpower and 
a few crilical malerials could be 
found, lhal space could be pul lo 
produclion of civilian supplies. 


siluntion has become so critical in 
some areas lhal any day now we 
may hear lhal Ihe manufacture of 
washing 
machines 
and 
electric 


irons may be resumed — on a cur- 
tailed basis, of course — but re- 
sumed. 


Although there won't 
be 
any 


new vacuum cleaners for Ihe dura- 
lion, an increase in Ihe production 
of brooms and carpet sweepers al- 
ready has been authorized. 


Meat 
shortages may

week now. For months the United 
Slales has been in Ihe ridiculous 
predicament of having a surplus 
of meal on Ihe hoof and a short- 
age in the larder. The War Food 
Administration is trying out

least, there's a 50-50 chance civil- 
ians soon will resume acquaintance 
with a porterhouse.
